SMALL-POX IN TENNESSEE. 
Nashville World. 

According to the reports made to our State 
Board of Health, there have been up to this 
time fifty five cases of small-pox in Tennes- 
see, sixteen of which have resulted in death. 
The disease is confined still at Milan. West 
Tennessee, and Knox county in the east, with 
the exception of the single case at Kingston 
Springs, which the latest report from there 
represented as slightly improved, At Milan 
improvement is reported in all the ex- 
isting cases, and wo new ones have devel- 
oped for some time. So confidentare the au- 
thorities that the disease there is fully under 
control, that Dr. Clark, the secretary of the 
state board of health, has relieved Dr. Hen- 
derson, the inspector at that point, from duty. 
Dr. A. J. Campbell, surgeon of the Knox 
county prison, reports to the state board that 
the disease in that county is now confined to 
two families, in one of which there are seven 
cases, one of which is confluent and another 
convalescent. In the other family there are 
two, one of which is convalescent. These 
nine cases in Knox are all reported by the 
quarantine physicians as doing well, and it is 
thought will recever.

Presumably, 
interests that really need protection imagine 
it to to array themselves under 
the wings of the monopolists and employ 
their arguments; but should the 
which is heard in various quarters and in the 
camps of both the great parties develop into 
a crusade in favor of tariff revision which 
cannot be controlled, these deserving inter- 
stf will at once discover the danger of their 
position. 

As we have frequently taken oceasion to say 
in these columns, it is a pity the protection- 
ists do not hasten totake advantage of the 
public sentiment of the country, which is as 
far from findorsing the abstract theories of 
free-trade us it is from submitting to the op- 
pressions of the monopolies. Instead of 
this—instead of putting a practical end toa 
discussion which must continue until the 
tariff is adjusted upon an equitable basis, the 
protectionists join hands with the monopo- 
lists and pretend to discover free trade in the 
air whenever a proposition is made to revise 
the tariff. They pretend that the movement 
in favor of tariff revision is a step in the 
direction of free-trade, and the pretense is a 
plausible one, owing to the fact that a few 
professors with eye-glasses, and some young 
men from the sophomore classes, are advoca- 
ting free-trade in connection: with tariff re- 
form.
